Stuep i.ie the most profitable stock 
on the i.irm Aa a friend told the 
writer the other day: "They aie, be- 
cause they are double head rs and 
aie not li dale to cholera or auy otlu r 
incurable or pieventahle dijv-fe.” 
They are the most profitable lor more 



reasons than one In the first place | 
they do not require so much food 
that cost labor aa do other kinds of 
stock. Tuey are not very great Rrain 
eaters, but they are great consumers 
of hay and grass. This is why they 
are so profitable. Grass and hay are 
very good to keep up the fertility of 
the farm and sheep ninche well in the ‘ 
combination without very much 
trouble. A small flock on the farm 
is nearly all prr flt, for they are kept 
so easily that there is little else re- 
quired in keeping them that would 
otherwise go to waste. Do not un- 
derstand us to say they require noth- 
ing, for they do, but we mean to say 
that a small flock can be kept on a 
fatm stocked with other kinds of 
stock, and they will almost live on 
the weeds and grasses ignored by the 
others. 

The animal that will convert weeds 
and grass into cash is a paying one. 
It pays to have animals on the farm 
that will consume the weeds to say j 
nothing of the profit obtained out of i 
the of the .sheep, and the wool that 
glows on their backs. There ate 
many kinds of weeds that would get 
a good sta’t on a larm if it were not 
for the sheep They are sure death 
to sour dock, dandelion and many 
other kinds i f weeds that are hard to 
eradicate. We had a field that was 
almost taken some years ago by 
morning glories No matter how 
hard we heed to fubdue them they 
would be tnasUrs The'Geld was put 
to pustuic and shiep. and when it j 
was put to grain the sheep were turn- j 
ed in on the stubble and they did the ■ 
rest 

If you have a lot ol briers that are 
eacroaching on the larm lands, we | 
know of no better way to eradicate j 
them than by the use of sheep. We 
once put out a lot ot blackberries in 
the orchard and afterwards desired to 
get rid ot them, and we oduld do it no 
other way thad by turning in the 
sheep They did it. Last spring we 
turned a lot oi brood sows in a small 
paddock of about two acres well set 
to blue glass. Theydid not seem to 
appreciate the blue grass and rooted a 
great deal. We harrowed it down 
level, but weeds came instead of grass 
in the rooted places and last week we 
turned in the sheep, and in one day 
they had it cleaned up. except a few 
of the woodiest of stalks. Another 
trial like this will clean them up. It 
seems to us that no farm is complete 
without a few sheep. — [Exchange.

President McKinley, in pursuance 
of a promise made a year ngo.addreaa- 
e I the Commercial Club at Cincinnati 
at their annual dinner Saturday 
night. He catne with the distinct un- 
demanding that the whole affair was 
to be strictly outside of politics, and 
his address conformed to that under- 
standing. The concluding parr graph 
however, entirely appropriate in ad- 
dressing a body of business men, 
shows that he bears in mind the 
causes which induced the commercial 
men of the country so generally to 
vote for him.

Tbe inhabitants of tbe Pacific dates 
of America (In which term Mr. Mul- 
j hull, in his concluding article on ’’The 
i Progress of the United 8tutes" In the 
North American Review, Includes Colo- 
rado. Utah, Montana, Idaho and Wyo- 
ming as welt os California, Nevada, 
Oregon and Washington) are by far the 
rspidest accumulators of wealth in the 

world. 

In the 20 years preceding the Inst 
census they laid up four times as much 
trrnsurr on earth as did Americans gen- 
erally, their annual increase of riches 
per capita being $ 156 , as ngninst $.19 
for the whole union. Their farms yield 
more than twice ns much grain as the 
nveruge American form— 30 tons to the 
farmhand, as agninst 32 In the prairie, 
7 In the southern, 8 In the eastern and 
14 in alt the states. They have nine- 
folded their total wealth iu 20 years, 
17 of those years elapsing since tho 
“crime" (which they invented and la- 
ment) “of 1873 .” They were worth 
Sr 27 . 000 . 0(10 In 1870 and $6,8 11 ,000,000 
in 1890 . Since that year, as before that 
year, they huve enjoyed annually the 
udrantnge shared by none of their fel- 
low Americnns of taking 53 tons of one 
precious nu-tul (gold) itnd 1,800 tone 
of the other precious metal (silver) out 
of the ground. This yearly product, 
worth 8100 , 000 , 000 , "exceeds,” accord- 
ing to this suthoriative statistician, 
“the vulue of precious metals that any 
country has yet produced in the history 
of mankind." 

But this wealth Is a mere additional 
godsend, a windfall, to people enriched 
already in the ordinary industries of 
their country. Their precious metal 
output is little over a (third of their 
agricultural product of $ 294 , 000,000 a 
year. It is not very much more than a 
fourth of their manufacturing output 
of $ 360 , 000,000 o year, which quad- 
rupled In the 20 years between 1870 and 
1890 . 

These ore the “whole states” whom 
a temperate and discreet "bimetallist’' 
English authority on American affairs, 
Mr. Moreton Frewen, saw “goaded into 
fury" by the Insh of poverty which the 
gold standard laid on their ragged 
backs. These are the people to whodt 
In 13 years we. the rest of the country, 
the $39 average wealth people, the 14 
ton averaged grain people, paid $ 430 ,- 
000.000 for silver worth $ 252 , 000 , 000 . 
These arc the states which, one and all 
(save California and Oregon) threat- 
ened armed revolution because their 
sister stales refused to take the whole 
of ooe of their less important products 
at tavo prices and told them to go to fhe 
regular market with their silver ns well 
us their lumber and their grain. These 
are the people who have made a nation- 
al issue and are now making an interna- 
tional wrungie of the question, not as 
to w hether this single one of their in- 
dustries should be suppressed, or even 
suspended, but ns to whether they 
should receive a profit of 100 or 400 
per cent, on its product. 

It is with no feeling of anger or 
scarcely of irritation that the rest of us 
— we $39 Americans — contemplate the 
collected proof of I lie thoroughness with 
which we have been "done" by these 
$156 Americans, who have been crying 
all the time that we were eating them 
up with the Interest on gold clause 
mortgages. Nay, it is with a more tbnn 
national, it Is with a family pride. A 
pride which a thrifty Yankee father 
feels in being bested in a horse trade by 
hia offspring, that we contemplate this 
magnificent record of bamboozlement. 
And whan we realize the further fact 
that these brethren of ours, by plying 
threats of our repudiation of our for- 
eign debts, hnvc cozened the old lady 
of Threadneedlc street into au offer to 
take some $. 35 .( 810,000 of their wares off 
their hands, we fall prostrate in rever- 
ence before their nrgent shrine of St. 
JluDko.--N. Y. Press.

THRASHING OLO STRAW. 

Oliver <| neat I on I p Aunlii In Ohio* 
lou« nu<l liculnckr. 

Tlie fnnuers of Ohio, limn an l Ken- 
tucky will he culled upon tin* full to 
eote again upon the silver question, the 
mine old question which they voted on 
last full, nnd which they no doubt 
thought nt thut time they were settling 
once for nil. The sllverites nre reviving 
this Issue iu the hope of gaining for 
their party nn impetus this year which 
will ennble it to curry the congressional 
elections in 1808 nnd to secure the presi- 
dency in 1900. There is nothing new in 
the question ns it is now presented. It 
was fully discussed Inst year, but all 
the old arguments will he brought to 
the front once mors. 

It will he well for the farming class 
nnd the other voters of these stutes to 
Study the question sfresh nnd ask the 
politicians what good the free coinage 
of silver can do us or our interests. 
They will he told first that times nre 
still hard In the country nnd that the 
cause of them is the want of sufficient 
money— thnt more money in what is 
needed for general prosperity. 

Hut the education of the Insl cam- 
paign ought to have made every man of 
them understand clearly flint the coin- 
age of more legnl tender silver dollars 
will not incrense the circulating medi- 
um of the country, for the reason that 
the history of the world shows clcnrlj- 
that whenever n nation has attempted to 
make use of two kinds of money, differ- 
ing In intrinsic or commercial value, 
the result has always been that the bet- 
ter kind of money disappeared from cir- 
culation, leaving the poorer kind to oc- 
cupy the field. If It is provided by law 
that 412.5 grains of silver shall be 
coined free without limit nnd form a 
legal tender dollar, nnd that one-six- 
teenth of thnt weight of gold is nlso a 
legnl tender dollar, ihen if the specified 
amount of silver is worth less than the 
specified amount, of gold, in the meas- 
urement of gold, nil gold money at 
once disappear* from circulation. 

Immediately after the passage of 
such a law this country would lose 
about $.VH),()00,000 of gold from the 
channels of trade. It would take sev- 
eral years, running the mints nt their 
fullest capacity, to coin enough silver 
to make up for thi* loss of gold money. 
In the meantime there would be all the 
evils of a heavy contraction of the cur- 
rency. Mortgages and other debts 
would be forced to payment, nnd the 
farmers would find in the general tight- 
ness of the money market the demand 
for their products would decrease and 
prices fall off. 

There will be n great deal of the old 
Inlk a l)o ut the blessings of bimetallism 
■tills year. Now, the fact Is that the 
United States is already the greatest 
bimetallic country in the world except 
France. That is to sny.w Idle maintain- 
ing the gold standard of values, we use 
ns money in this country more silver 
Ilian Is used in any other civilized coun- 
try In the world except France. 

The sliver men do not want bimetal- 
lism. Their scheme does not look to 
that end. They demand n cheaper kind 
of money than gold standard money. 
This they expect to secure by forcing 
this country down to n silver basis, so 
•we shall he not a bimetallic nation, but 
a monometallic nation, using silver ns 
our only metallic money. This is t lie 
•condition of Mexico to-day. nnd it is 
held up to u* by t lie silver men us the 
Ideal situation. — Sound Money. 

Why <«olil II u u • Itcjtfipf. 

One of the silver organs asks plaint- 
ively why the heartless goldbugs should 
rejoice when silver declines. Is not 
silver one of our products, it asks, and 
is not our national wealth reduced 
•when silver goes down? If silver were 
treated as the commodity which it ia, 
nnd there were not a strong political 
ciTort to upset b uni ness iu order to give 
it, or try to give it, u fictitious value, 
every gold standard man would be as 
F orry to see its price decline below the 
profit point as he is to see iron or wheat 
decline below the profit point. Rut iu* 
the silver! tea are trying to force silver 
into monetary use at a value far above 
Its real worth, or to upset nil prices t»hd 
scale down all obligations, and bring 
about a commercial chaos, they must 
excuse the gold standard men for re- 
joicing iu every Incident that makes 
those injurious purposes more ditUcult 
of accomplishment, and the continued 
decline of silver does that. 

The cost of producing silver has been 
declining, and so far as the decline in 
its felling price is responsive to this it 
is not disastrous to the miner aud is 
highly favorable to all |>ersons who 
have occasiou to use silver in the arts, 
and to this extent the decline is a pub- 
lic benefit. — N. Y. Journal of Com-

Almost 
every issue we are asked to give space 
to boom excuisions, socials, dinners, 
etc., for money making purposes and 
we do it. For many entertainments 
we give space and write ups and oft- 
en we do not receivea single • comn" 
or so much *s “thank you." Is this 
right? If they mnke money out of 
the space so used should they not di- 
vide with the newspaper? 

With rqual propriety you could ask 
the fanner to give you his stock or 
produce, the merchant his goods, the 
professional man his services or the 
laborer his work 

The publisher is not unmindful of 
his duty to the public and he contrib- 
utes as liberally as any of his fellow 
citizens for all public tnterests and it 
is not tight that be should he depriv- 
ed of his stock in trade without com- 
pensation. Think on these things | 
when dealing with a newspaper.
